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BUDGET SPEECH 
THE HON. E. W. HINMAN 


MR. SPEAKER: 


Once again it becomes my duty to remind this Assembly of the 
necessity of voting the sums which are found to be required to defray 
the costs of public services, and so, Mr. Speaker, I move that you do 
now leave the chair and that this Assembly resolve itself into a Com- 
mittee of Supply for the consideration of the sums to be granted to 
Her Majesty. 


In speaking of this Motion, Mr. Speaker, I would call the attention 
of the Assembly to certain economic trends and developments within 
our Province, within cur Nation, and abroad, which have been care-— 
fully considered by the Government in formulating the policies reflected 
in the budget which I shall present to you this evening. 


A year ago I pointed out to you that fears of a major recession 
could be assuaged and that there was room for considerable optimism, 
particularly in Alberta. The events of the year have more than justified 
that optimism. The four major factors which govern economic trends 
have all been favourable. During the past year, a great many busi- 
nesses shifted from a policy of inventory reduction to one of inventory 
stability. Home building, under the impetus of increased Federal sup- 
port, reached a new high. A revived consumer confidence resulted 
in greater than ever purchases of non-durables without any increase 
in consumer debt total. Government purchases at all levels were 
increased with a resulting boost to our economy. Gratifying though 
it may be to find our economy so well sustained, we must not over- 
look certain negative aspects which are also present. The worst of 
these is the ever-presnt danger of inflation—a danger not always 
appreciated by our people. In fact, there is some evidence that we have 
come to accept and expect indeed, to plan for continued devaluation 
in the purchasing power of our dollar. This is evidenced by continued 
preference cf our people to invest their savings in stocks rather than 
bonds, trusting that apprecaition in stock values will more than offset 
the low dividend returns. The result is an increase in interest rates 
demanded on bonds to offset the expected depreciation in purchasing 
power by the time the bonds are to be redeemed. ) 


The 1958 reconversion of Dominion of Canada bonds at sharply 
increased interest rates had two noticeable effects. First, it took up 
a great part of the savings which are normally available for loans 
of all kinds thus making it almost impossible for municipalities to 
find sufficient funds in Canada, and second, it set the trend toward 
higher rates for all loans. Perhaps this was intended as an anti-infla- 
tionary move. If so, it was quite contrary to policy of the Federal Gov- 
ernment in initiating a spending program far in excess of revenue and 
this to combat recessionary tendencies. 

The net result has been a continued upward trend in living costs, 
continued demands by labour for higher wages to meet these rising 


costs, and a continued worsening of the position of people whose 
incomes are fixed. 
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‘Alberta municipalities, for the first time in many years dependent 
on the open market for the sale of debentures, have felt the full 
impact of higher costs all along the line. There is some evidence that 
municipal authorities are giving a lot more consideration to spending 
programs and that future expansion will be kept close to minimum. 


Freight rates, as we all know, have been increased by 17% and 
there has been an application before the Board of Transport Commis- 
sioners for a further 20% increase. How scon the established charges 
for hauling prairie grains may have to be increased is a matter of 
conjecture. We do know that Alberta is hard hit by any increase in 
transportation costs which must reduce net returns on primary products, 
‘and manufactured goods which must be exported, and increase the 
costs of goods which must be brought in. This may not be all to the 
bad, for one must expect considerable benefit to the growing industrial- 
ization within our Province which centres around products required 
in the West and heretofore largely manufactured in the east. 


One thing is becoming most evident, governments alene cannot 
completely regulate a balance economy in the face of growing demands 
for government services with subsidy support for all facets of our 
economy accompanied by a strengthening resistance to the taxation 
which becomes necessary to control expansion of purchasing power. 
Our people, as associated with industry, labour and commerce, must 
begin to accep some responsibility for the general good, which, in the 
end, will benefit all individuals. 


Conditions may at last force on the people of Canada, new con- 
sideration of those policies of monetary reform and econcmic manage- 
ment which have long been the basic tenets of Social Credit. 


Here in Alberta, the depressing developments in our oil and gas 
industry which I mentioned in my Budget address last year, have not 
been alleviated. The export market for our oil is still adversely affected 
by the availability of large quantities of oil from other producing 
countries. As a result, production from oil wells in the Province remains 
very considerably below Conservation Board allowables. In a Province 
where, according to the Canadian Tax Foundation, only some 13% 
of revenue comes from taxation, a loss in oil revenue becomes 
significant. The Government of Alberta is doing everything possible to 
obtain a greater share of the Eastern Canadian market and to recover 
as much as possible of the market in the U.S.A. 


With the completion of the Trans-Canada and Westcoast Trans- 
mission pipelines, Alberta gas is now being marketed across Canada. 
However, an export market is also necessary to utilize our surplus gas 
and to give incentive to the companies to continue their exploration 
work. While the interim report by the Borden Commission recommended 
the exportation of gas under certain conditions, the reservations and 
restrictions imposed created an atmosphere of uncertainty which is 
anything but welcome at this stage of development. You may be sure 
that this Government will exert every effort to persuade the Govern- 
ment of Canada to adopt a policy to stabilize and encourage the 
orderly development and sale of our natural resources to the best 
advantage of Alberta and Canada as a whole. 

Notwithstanding the somewhat gloomy picture facing our natural 
resources, and the resultant loss of revenue, it is the Government's 
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announced intention to maintain our economy and standards at a level 
in keeping with cur natural growth and development. During the past 
few years, we have accumulated a substantial reserve despite the 
fact that we have reduced our debt to a nominal amount and pro- 
vided services second to none in Canada. It is our stated policy to draw 
on these reserves to the extent necessary to maintain, and [| think I 
may safely say, to improve on our already high standards without 
contributing to inflationary pressures. You are all familiar with the 
five year plan announced by the Honourable the Premier, and later 
on in this address, I shall deal at greater length with the projects 
planned for next year and their estimated cost which will form part 
of the Budget I am now presenting. I think it only proper to mention 
that our reserves consist mainly of debentures issued by municipalities 
and schcol beards in this Province to secure loans from the Govern- 
ment. The principal is repaid annually, for terms up to twenty-five 
years. Consequently we cannot immediately realize sufficient repay- _ 
ments from these loans to pay for the accelerated program on a pay- 
as-you-go basis. However, financing can be arranged when necessary 
and the debt charges thereon will be more than offset by interest and 
repayments on debentures held in reserves. 


To implement this extended program of Government services, | shall 
present a budget totalling $309,676,358 made up of $218,964,824 for 
ordinary services; $85,711,534 for capital projects and $5,000,000 for 
various loans authorized by statutes. Our total revenues from income 
and capital accounts are expected to amount to $261,279,230 which 
will leave us with an estimated deficit of $48,397,128 to be financed 
directly cr indirectly from our reserves. ; 


The following statement shows the allocation of expenditures to 
the various departments and the accompanying graph illustrates the 
trend of our revenues, expenditures and public debt since the forma- 
tion of the Province. 


A brief resume cf the agricultural and industrial conditions in the 


Province, will, I think, be helpful in appraising the details of the Budget 
which I shall present shortly. 
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AGRICULTURE 


In 1958 our farmers again harvested crops above the nermal yield 
with the quality improved from the previous year. The average yield 
for the province in bushels per acre was: Wheat 20.4; Oats 34.5 and 
Barley 27.8, as compared to the long-term average Or bose oot ang 
25.3-respectively. However, the yields were distributed -very unevenly 
throughout the Province. The south and west areas enjoyed excellent 
crops, but peor growing conditions played havoc with the crops in 
the north and east. A certain measure of satisfaction can be derived 
from some of these latter areas with the knowledge that improved 
farming practices made a small yield possible where in fcrmer years 
harvesting would probably have been abandoned. 


The total value of field crops for 1958 is estimated at $340,000.- 
000 some $30,000,000 better than the previous year. A statement of 
agricultural production and value for 1958, with a comparison to 1997, 
is appended to printed copies of this speech. 


While the amount of grain stored on farms and in elevators has 
decreased considerably since last year, the amount in storage remains 
very large and presents an acute marketing problem which is further 
aggravated by the encrmous quantities of grain on hand in the other 
major grain-exporting countries. Falling prices in wheat dealt a further 
blow to our farmers. In erder to compensate them somewhat for 
these economic set-backs, the Federal Government distributed 
$40,000,000 to Western Canada farmers in 1998. 


1958 was a good year for our livestock industry. A brisk demand 
in the United States for finished and feeder cattle led farmers to 
market record numbers of cattle and calves at high prices. The demand 
is continuing and it is gratifying to know that the number of beef 
cows and young calves has increased, thus enabling our farmers 
and ranchers to take further advantage of the excellent market 
conditions. 


The domestic and export market for pork has increased since 
last year, and with a floor price prevailing, interest in hog raising 


continued with the number of hogs up 32% since 1957. 


High beef prices have resulted in a better market for sheep and 
lambs. As a result, marketings and the number cof head on farms 
have increased somewhat since last year. The wool industry will be 
promoted if the present support price is maintained. 


The total value of livestock marketed in 1958 is estimated to 
a $235,000,000 an increase of some $41,000,000 over the value in 
57. 


The premilinary estimate of dairy production in 1958 is valued 
at $46,000,000 an increase of 7% over the $43,000,000 recorded in 
1957. Greater production of fat for creamery butter making and milk 
for the fluid trade, associated with slightly higher prices, accounted 
for the increase. 


In total, the poultry industry experienced little change during 
1958. Reduced production of eggs at lower prices was offset by an 
increase in the output of poultry meat at higher prices. 
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The total value cf livestock products in 1958 is estimated at 
nearly $89,000,000 compared to $85,500,000 in the previous year. 


Lands in the southern part of the Province suitable for irrigation 
are now being served by the St. Mary's and Milk Rivers and the 
Bow River Development projects. Construction is being continued on 
these projects to assure the econcmic development of the areas. Water 
supplies will be investigated in other parts of the province, and work 
will be undertaken to insure a larger supply of water in the Special 
Areas for stock watering and small irrigation projects. 


NATURAL RESOURCES 


Production of crude oil in Alberta during 1958 amounted to 
113,280,000 barrels, with an approximate valuation of $284,260,000. 
This is 24,212,000 barrels less than production in 1957 and 30,630,000 _. 
less than our peak year 1956. The decline is attributed mainly to the 
more favourable geographical location of Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
oil production with respect to the presently available eastern market 
and the loss cf substantial markets in the state of Washington. During 
the last month or so, there has been an increased demand for crude 
oil by refineries. It is too soon to determine whether this is just a 
temporary situation, or whether we can look with some confidence 
for an expanding market for our crude oil in the months ahead. 


It appears to be fairly well established that the Swan Hills area 
has developed into an oil field of major proportions. While this is 
exceedingly gratifying, it must be kept in mind that every new pro- 
ducing oil well adds to our potential production and under our quota 
system, must decrease the actual production of each of the other 
producing wells in the Province. Such a situation can be remedied 
only by the establishment of new and substantial outlets for our oil. 
Actual current production is only 38% of our potential. 


The natural gas industry presents a brighter picture, although 
even here the future is somewhat obscure pending clarification of the 
policy of the Government of Canada regarding the regulation of the 
exportation of natural gas. TTT So 


Natural gas consumed in Alberta in 1958 totalled approximately 
144,522,350 M.C.F. compared with 130,567,165 M.C.F. in 1957, while 
there were 71.913,000 M.C.F. shipped out of Alberta compared to 
22,503,907 M.C.F. in the previous year. Production of natural gasoline, 
propane, butane, and other gas by-products, showed substantial 
increases. 122,326 barrels of sulphur were produced. 


. I am confident that the large increase in natural gas production 
in 1958 is but a fore-runner of the expansion which we can expect in 
the future. The Trans-Canada Pipe Line has recently been completed to 
its eastern terminus in Montreal, and first year deliveries have been 
made to the West coast transmission. As a result a number of gas 
fields have been placed in steady.production for the first time and at 
the largest of these, Pincher-Creek and Cessford, gas processing plants 
for the production of dry pipe line gas and gas products have been 
constructed. Another plant to process gas produced with oil in the 
Pembina field, went into operation last October. 
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At December 31, 1958, there were 24,669,593 acres cf Crown 
petroleum and natural gas rights under lease, and 41,855,568 acres 
under reservation. Natural gas licenses and leases accounted for 


2,263,997 acres. 


Footage drilled was 9,110,052 feet, an increase of 22% over 1957. 
The number of completions totalled 1,709 compared with 1,443 in the 
previous year. Much of the additional footage is accounted for by 
exploration and development wells drilled to great depths in the foot- 
hills and in the Swan Hills area. Several significant discoveries and 
extensions to known pools were made. Probably the most significant of 
these was the gas discovery at Berland River, about 40 miles north 
of Obed. The calculated open flow potential of 1.5 billion cubic feet 
per day is the largest ever reported. Another well, 25 miles to the north 
west found oil in the same formation. Gas discoveries were also found 
near Banff National Park, another in the Wildcat Hills, north of the 
Morley Settlement, and another in the north, near Boundry Lake on 
the British Columbia border. Further gas discoveries were also made in 
the vicinity of Lac La Biche, Whitecourt and Carstairs. 


Coal production suffered a further decline at 2,519,939 tons, 20% 
below the 1957 output. 


LANDS AND FORESTS 


The program of forest management and conservation is now well 
under way. From information acquired as a result of a province-wide 
forest inventory completed two years ago, the ground work formulated 
at that time has now developed into a comprehensive and long-term 
program designed to ensure adequate conservation and proper man- 
agement of our forests and forest products. Aircraft has proven to be 
of tremendous value in patrolling our vast forested areas and this 
service will be considerably increased in 1959. We intend to open a 
forest-training school in Hinton this year, where forest rangers will 
receive practical tuition to aid them in performing their duties more 
efficiently. It is our hope and intention to minimize as far as is humanly 
possible,.the destruction caused by the worst menace—the forest fire. 


Interest in homestead leases continued to decline in 1958 as 
evidenced by the number of leases in force at the end of the year— 
4,429 compared to 5,105 in the previous year. The relatively unstable 
position of farming compared with other occupations is considered 
to be largely responsible for this downward trend. During the year 
approval was given to 127 applications under The Homestead Lease 
Loan Act. 


The demand for grazing leases remained high in 1958, and the 
area under lease increased to a total of 3,543,128 acres. 


There is an increasing interest in Provincial Parks with 1,200,000 
visitors recorded during the year. Two new parks were established 
during the year, bringing to total to 36. Continued development of 
these sites is planned. 


The sale of hunting and angling licenses continued to increase in 
1958, and renewed interest became evident in trap-line utilization, 
due to some recovery in the price of long-haired furs. 
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Some increase was noted in the demand for timber permits by 
lumber operators. During 1998, 330,000,000 board feet of lumber; 
1,339,000 railway ties, and 168,000 cords of pulpwood were cut, with 
a total value of $18,200,000, which is approximately $3,000,000 less 
than the value of the 1957 production. 


The volume of commercial fishing continued to be good at 11,059,- 
345 pounds, but due to lower prices, the value was down slightly to 
$1,403,000. The value of furs marketed increased to $1,165,000 from 
$981,000 in the previous year. , 


FEDERAL-PROVINCIAL TAX SHARING AGREEMENT 


In principal, the Federal-Provincial Tax Sharing Agreement is 
a five-year extension of previous agreements whereby Alberta agreed 
to suspend collections under the Income Tax Act and Succession Duties 


Act in return for a payment from Canada based on gross national — 


product and population. Under the new Agreement dater April 23, 
1957, the methed of calculating the payment from Canada was 
changed to a basis of 10% of personal income tax collections in the 
Province; 9% of net Corporation Income attributed to Alberta, and 
50%of Death duties from the Estates of deceased Alberta residents. 
The 10% of personal Income Tax collections was increased to 13% 
for 1958 and I was pleased to read in the recent Federal Speech from 
the Throne that a further one-year extension of this increased pay- 
ment will be made. | 


The present Agreement also provides for an equalization payment 
which will bring the yield on the three standard taxes mentioned in 
the preceding paragraph to the weighted average of the two wealthiest 
provinces, Ontario and British Columbia. 


THE ALBERTA HOSPITALIZATION PLAN 


A significant step was taken by the Government on April 1, 1958, 
when the Alberta Hospitalization Benefits Act became effective. This 
Act provides hospitalization to all residents of the Province at a 
maximum ccst to the patient of $2.00 per day for general ward accom- 
modaiton. No contracts needs to be signed and a free choice of hos- 
pitals is available to all residents. The Provincial Government also 
assumes all or part of the per diem cost for social welfare recipients 
and arthritic, maternity, polio and cancer cases. 


sad On January 1, 1959, the Government further assumed the respon- 
sibility of paying to all hospitals, the annual charges in respect of 


approved capital costs, which formerly were the responsibility of the 
hospital boards. 


The Government will recover part of the costs incurred under the 
Alberta Hospitalization Benefits Act by an agreement with the Fed- 
eral Government whereby Canada will pay approximately 50% of 
approved hespital operating costs, and by a levy of 4 mills on an 


equalized assessment basis on municipal councils as their share of 
both operating and capital costs. 


: The benefits of this Act for our residents and municipalities can 
e seen very readily. The former obtain hospitalization at a very low 
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cost, while the latter in exchange for a fixed moderate levy, are relieved 
of both approved operating and capital costs relating to the hospital in 
each district. 


CO-OPERATIVE ACTIVITIES 


The Credit Union movement continues to grow steadily with three 
new Credit Unions being registered during the year, bringing the 
total up to 255. Membership increased by more than 6,700 in 1958, to 
a total of 62,700. Assets are now $19,500,000, an increase of $4,000,- 
000 over 1957. 


Through Rural Electrification Associations, 4,700 farms obtained 
electrical services during 1958, bringing the total number of electrified 
farms in the Province to 45,800 at the end of the year. Nearly $5,000,- 
000 was lcaned to Associations under The Rural Electrification 
Revolving Fund Act in 1958 to bring electricity to these farms, while 
an additional $362,000 was advanced under the Act to construct main 
lines to provide facilities for new members to be connected. A total 
of 364 Rural Electrification Associations are now in operation. 


There are also 100 Consumer Co-operatives; 48 Livestock and 
Feeder Co-operatives; 43 Grain, Feed, Seed, Dairy and Poultry 
Co-operatives, and 47 Co-operatives of a sundry nature. 


TOURIST TRAVEL 


Alberta’s aggressive tourist attraction campaign during 1958 
attracted 2,500,000 visitors, who spent approximately $63,000,000 in 
the Province during the year. 


This program will continue and will be expanded to provide a 
large number of camp-sites and provincial parks. 


We are working with the other western Provinces in a co-operative 
publicity and advertising campaign and in the establishment of a 
uniform motel classification system. 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


Despite the recessionary trend which was evident in most parts 
of the country, Alberta enjoyed a good year in 1958. Final figures are 
not yet available, but it is estimated that retail sales will total $1,245,- 
000,000, an increase of 3.2% over 1957, while the value of manu- 
factured goods was increased by 5% to a total of $800,000,000. Build- 
ing permits are estimated to be $257,000,000 compared to $173,400,000 
in the previous year. Approximately 15,000 housing starts accounted 
for a large portion of the permits issued. 


New industries and expansion of existing industries helped to 
keep our economic picture bright during the year. A major factor was 
expansion of the petro-chemical and chemical industries which included 
Sulphur plants at Pincher Creek and Okotoks valued at $25,000,000 
and $9,000,000 respectively; and $15,000,000 for a Gas Cycling plant 
at Whitecourt. Other major projects are underway in the Edmonton 
area. Gas processing plants have been completed at Breton and 
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Cessford costing $6,500,000 and a Vegetable Oil plant, valued at 
$9,000,000 is under construction at Lethbridge. Expansion of oil refin- 
eries at Calgary will cost over $17,000,000. 


Of considerable help to our industrial advance has been The 
Industrial Development Bcard attached to our Department of Economic 
Affairs, which conducts a continuing program of economic surveys 
always available to those looking to Alberta as a spot for new 
industries or for expansion of old ones. 


AUDITORIUMS 


Attendance at the Jubilee Auditoriums is giving ample proof of 
their value to the people of the Province. 


In Edmonton, 336,000 people attended 1,000 functions in 1958, 
while 285,000 enjoyed a similar number of events in Calgary. 


With their flexibility of design and purpose, the auditoriums have 
been used for a variety of functions including stage presentations 
commercial displays, art shows and club meetings. 


THE ALBERTA HAIL INSURANCE BOARD 


The Alberta Hail Insurance Board continued to operate on a 
satisfactory basis for 1958 with 8,943 farmers insuring 1,645,591 
acres with a risk to the Board of $13,067,838. The premiums charged 
for this protectoin amounted to $1,098,821 which averages .67c per 
acre. or 8.4% of the total risk. Total awards during the year amounted 
to $523,643 on 112,875 acres damaged by hail. 


Reserves now total approximately $2,625,000 which enables the 
Board to provide protection to its policy-holders at the lowest possible 


cost, without requiring any financial assistance from the Govern- 
ment. , 


TREASURY BRANCHES 


The vclume of business transacted through Provincial Treasury 
Branches continues to expand. During the calendar year 1958 deposits 
increased by $7,355,000 to a total of $55,965,000, while the number 
of accounts increased 1,376 to a total of 67,041. Loans were down 
by 52,139,000 to a total of $26,519,000, while the number of borrowers 


increased by 303 to 6,529, reflecting a loaning policy of quality and 
diversification. 


Por the fiscal year ended March 31, 1958, revenues were increased 
by $476,000 to a total of $2,512,000, while operating costs increased 
by enly $326,000 to $2,241,000, showing a surplus of $271,000. From 
this surplus $270,000 was transferred to the Reserve for Bad and 


Doubtful Accounts, compared to a transfer of $122,000 in the previous 
year. 


Total charges to the Reserve for Bad and Doubtful Accounts to 
date are $151,000 and the balance remaining in the account at March 
31, 1958, is $841,000 as compared to a balance of $575,000 for the 


previous year. 
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The Treasury Branches provide a complete banking service where- 
ever it is considered in the interests of a community to do so. Muni- 
cipal councils, school beards and other non-profit-making organizations 
have availed themselves of these services, as have many industrial 
firms and individuals. 


PUBLIC ACCOUNTS 


The Public Accounts for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1958, have 
been tabled and released to the press and provide the members cf 
this Legislature and the public generally with detailed information 
concerning the financial operations of the Province. 

Operations for the year included the redemption of $47,617,000 
Province of Alberta debentures. Actually, these debentures had been 
acquired over a period of years and formed part cf cur Reserves. 
Redemption was merely a transfer from reserve to reduction of our 
debt. After including this transaction, we had a deficit of $20,122,602 
for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1958. 


CURRENT FISCAL YEAR 


The financial statement covering the Government's operations 
on a cash basis for the nine months ended December 31, 1958, has 
been made available to the Members of this Assembly. 


Receipts from Income and Capital accounts total $233,814,284, 
while total expenditures including capital payments and loans amount 
to $223,123,149. The resultant over-all surplus of $10,691,135 is 
gratifying, and I feel sure that this surplus will be maintained at the 
end of our fiscal year on March 31, 1959. 


Last year, in the face of a nation-wide downward economic trend, 
I budgeted for a surplus of $29.492. That our surplus instead, will 
be in the neighbourhood of $10,000,000 is not a cause for disappoint- 
ment, but rather for rejoicing that our provincial economy was able 
to withstand the recessionary forces which were so evident elsewhere.

You will, of course, have noted that I have estimated for a very 
substantial deficit of $48,397,128. A large deficit was forecast some 
months ago when the Government's five year program was announced. 
Implementation of the projects for the first year of the program are 
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included in the Budget, and in addition, the Alberta Hospitalization 
Benefits Plan has been greatly expanded. There may be some reduc- 
toin in the deficit if economic conditions continue to improve, particu- 
larly in oil industry and in corporate profits though present condi- 
tions have induced us to forecast a reduction of some $15,000,000 in 
receipts from these sources. 


Provision is made in the Public Debt vote for an amount to pay 
for the cost of financing our deficit.

- The sum of $1,849,000 is necessary to redeem Alberta debentures 
and Treasury Bills maturing during our next fiscal year. This is 
$823,900 more than the amount paid off this year. 


Interest and expenses to service our debt will take $912,600 com- 
pared to $806,100 for the present year. The additional amount will be 
required to service borrowings to finance our estimated deficit. 


The Funded debt of the Province was a very modest $29,152,119 at 
December 31, 1958, reflecting the benefits gained from an orderly plan 
of debt retirement since its peak of $167,000,000 in 1936.

Our reserves, built up from accumulated surpluses, have been 
put to use to finance capital expenditures for our municipalities, school 
boards, hospital boards, rural electrification associations and Alberta 
Government Telephones. The total loans outstanding for these essential 
projects was $311,091,000 at December 31, 1958. We have an additional 
amount of $42,870,000 in our reserve consisting of investments in 
Federal and Provincial debentures.

The operations of the Public Service Pension and Retirement Funds 
are included in the Executive Council vote. We expect to receive 
¢2,300,000 through contributions from Civil Servants and affiliated 
Boards, while $1,725,000 will be paid out in pensions and refunds to 
employees. The Research Council of Alberta will continue its service 
to industry at an estimated cost of $999.990, and will receive a com- 
paratively small reimbursement of $51,000 from fees and grants. 
Normal appropriations will be required for the Premier's office, the 
Lieutenant Governor's office, the Personnel Office and other smaller 
offices.

While the total vote for Agriculture shows an estimated decrease 
of $629,641, the decrease is in the Capital account where construction 
of water developments at St. Mary’s and Bow Rivers are nearing 
completion. A sum of $942,280 has been appropriated to complete 
these developments compared with $2,029,200 voted last year. A 
further sum of $705,050 has been provided for irrigation, drainage and 
flood control projects in various parts of the Province. Sums are also 
requested for colonization and development of the St. Mary’s and Bow 


eee projects and for assistance to farmers for seed and for control 
of pests. 


Our many agricultural services will be maintained, and expanded 
wherever it is in the interest of our farming industry to do so. For these 
services a total sum of $4,582,300 is required from income account. 
Included in this sum is $946,690 for the Extension Branch which 
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administers the activities of District Agriculturists, Home Economists 
and placement of farm labour; $458,360 for assistance in field crops; 
¢739,290 for our schools of agriculture; $307,490 for the preparation 
of lands in irrigated areas and $437,120 to continue the operations 
of the Civil Defence organization. 


Fees charged for some of our agricultural services are expected to 
contribute $550,090 to our revenues, while repayments of agriculture 
and irrigation advances should total $175,500. 


In the Department of Public Works capital vote, we are requesting 
$45,100 for necessary buildings and equipment.

Revenues are obtained from fees charged for legal services, the 
main items being $1,550,000 under the Land Titles Act and $1,150,000 
from Statute fines. The decrease in estimated revenue is accounted for 
by the Government's decision to retain in trust most of the assurance 
fees charged by the Registrar of Land Titles, rather than transferring 
them annually to our General Revenue Fund. A substantial Registrar's 
Assurance Trust Fund will assure the prompt payment of any claim 
made against the Registrar from fees collected for that purpose. 


Administration of Justice and operation of our penal institutions 
requires an ever-increasing appropriation to keep up with demands 
occasioned by an increasing population and new concepts of penal 
reform. The Provincial Gaol in the Calgary area is now in operation 
and will be expanded, and the Institute for Girls, situated just outside 
of Edmonton, has been operating for some months. The total cost to 
administer our gaols and institutions is estimated to be $2,132,065 
and a further sum of $1,434,579 will be required to fulfill our agreement 
with the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. Further substantial amounts 
must be provided for the operation of our Courts, the Public Trustee’s 
office, the Land Titles Office and other necessary services. 


A sum of $1,431,000 is provided in Public Works for additions and 
equipment to gaols and institutions, which includes $957,000 for the 
expansion of the Calgary gaol.

Confirming the Government's policy of progressively increasing 
its financial aid to School Boards and broadening its program of 
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assistance to students, we have requested the very large sum of 
$62,849,925 for the Department of Education for the coming year 
which is 24,88% of our total estimated income receipts. Operational 
grants to schools will be increased from $36,500,000 to $41,000,000. 
With the payment of these grants, the Government will have assumed 
nearly one-half of the operational costs of schools for next year. In 
addition, we have provided $13,000,000 in construction grants to help 
meet the cost of building new schools for our growing school popu- 
lation. I think it might be of interest to note that on June 30, 1958, 
we had on record in our schools, 247,219 students; 8,729 classrooms 
and 9,970 teachers. The average cost per pupil in 1957 was $272.66. 


The growing student population at the University of Alberta has 
impressed upon us the necessity of enlarging the University facilities 
in Calgary, as well as expanding the educational services in Edmon- 
ton. As a result, the University expenses are much higher and in order 


to avoid any increase in students’ fees, we have provided for an — 


additional grant of $847,000 towards the operation of our University, 
bringing the total estimated grant to $3,947,000 for next year. 


An appropriation for this year of $400,000 to provide assistance 
to teachers in training will be increased to $910,000 and the scope of 
assistance broadened to include students in all fields, while a capital 
sum of $266,000 will be made available for loans to University and 
technical students. The sum of $1,060,730 will be required for the 
operation of the Institute of Technology and Art in Calgary, which 
provides excellent industrial training courses to many hundreds of 
students for a very modest fee. Further amounts are requested for the 
general administrative offices of the Department, and to operate the 
school for the Deaf. 


. It was necessary to plan an extensive building program in keeping 
with the expanding requirements of the University. 


In the Public Works vote, we have estimated that $10,852,000 will 
be required next year to meet the basic needs of the University in 
Edmonton and in Calgary. The sum of $6,550,000 is requested to com- 
mence construction of the Physics Chemistry building; the centre wing 
of the Medical Building, and the Physical Education building, while 
$2,500,000 will be needed for construction at the branch in Calgary. 
A further sum of $2,302,000 will be spent on construction and equip- 
ment in other University buildings, and $217,250 is included in the 
Public Works estimates for other educational buildings.

To pay for their share of the Alberta Hospitalization plan, the 
municipalities levy a rate based on an equalized assessment, and the 
proceeds are collected by the Department of Municipal Affairs, For 
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the current year the rate was set at 3 mills to produce an estimated 
$3,700,000. For 1959, the Government intends to enlarge on its hospi- 
talization plan by assuming the annual debenture costs of approved 
hospital capital debts, and will authorize municipalities to increase 
their hospital requisitions to 4 mills as their share of the full costs. The 
increased reimbursement is expected to be $5,200,00. 

Expenditures in the Department have been increased to provide 
a comprehensive system of assessment and town planning facilities 
for the benefit of all local taxing authorities. Provision is also made for 
sums of money for the administration of the Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners, the Special Areas, and for grants to municipalities under 
the Municipal Winter Works Incentive Program which cannot be final- 
ized in the current fiscal. year.

The Honourable members will recall that on two recent occasions 
the Government reduced the Amusement Tax levy by raising the 
exemption on admissions. I am very glad to announce that it is now our 
intention to eliminate any remaining provincial amusement tax on 
admisisons to theatres and professional entertainment. Abolishment 
of this tax will cost us $425,000 in loss of revenue next year, and 
together with an estimated decrease of $1,000,000 in Fuel Oil Tax 
receipts, accounts for the estimated reduction in revenue from this 
department. 


We anticipate revenue of $24,000,000 from collections under the 
Fuel Oil Tax: $2,000,000 from a 2% tax on insurance premiums under 
the Insurance Corporation Tax Act, and $550,000 from the Pari-mutuel 
tax.

For some years the Government has been working progressively 
towards the goal of making hospital care available to all our residents 
at a nominal cost. This will now be achieved through the Alberta 
Hospitalization Plan, whereby the Province pays the ordinary and 
approved capital costs of all hospitals, except for a maximum deterrent 
fee of $2.00 per day from the patient, and a four mill tax levy by 
local taxing authorities. In most cases involving recipients of social 
welfare, and maternity, arthritic, cancer and polio patients, the Govern- 
ment pays the deterrent fee and for social welfare recipients, the medi- 
cal expenses as well. The cost of tuberculosis treatment is assumed 
entirely by the Province at its two hospitals. The facilities of the two 
institutions for the care of mental defectives at Red Deer are being 
expanded and a new appropriation is requested to begin a program for 
the treatment of emotionally disturbed children. 
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Provision is made to expand the many health services already in 
operation and to instigate several new services such as the Emergency 
Air Ambulance Service. 


I think, Mr, Speaker, I may safely say that it will rarely occur 
that any Albertan is denied proper care because of the financial cost.

Included in the Department's revenue is an amount $14,500,000 
which we expect to receive from the Federal Government as its share 
of the hospitalization plan. The share of the municipalities amounting 
to $5,200,000 is collected by the Department of Municipal Affairs, 
making a net cost to the Province of $20,161,800. 


In the Public Works estimates, the sum of $7,677,400 is required for 
construction and furnishings of institutions and clinics for the Health 
Department.

The program of expanding services which the Government com- 
menced ten years ago and which now will be accelerated into a new 
five year plan, cannot be implemented without the need of many new 
and costly buildings. I have mentioned the main buildings, as they 
pertain to each department, and shall continue to do so throughout the 
departmental estimates. However, the Department of Public Works is 
charged with the construction, furnishing and maintenance of public 
buildings, and I am showing below the complete building program 
planned for the coming fiscal year:

The more buildings we are required to provide, the higher is the 
cost of maintenance, and this is evidenced in the estimated amount of 
$8,376,510 required for care-taking staff and maintenance in our public 
buildings. . 


Receipts are obtained from rentals, sale of buildings, and reim- 


bursements from the Federal Government under certain joint building 
agreements and the amount can vary a great deal from year to year.

The recession in 1958 reduced corporate earnings which adversely 
affected our payment from Canada under the Tax-sharing Agreement. 
Were it not for some anticipated recovery in corporate earnings for 
1959, it would be necesary to provide for a drop in revenue greater 
than the $2,950,000 indicated above. In the departmental revenues, 
liquor profits continue to increase as the Province grows and receipts 
from this source are estimated at $18,000,000. Earnings from our in- 
vested reserves are expected to show a modest increase at $13,030,- 
300 while gross Treasury Branch earnings are estimated to be 


52,800,000. 


Principal repayments on our loans make up the Capital receipts 


totalling $3,314,600. 
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Expenditures are down materially as a result of the suspension 
of the Gas and Oil Royalties Dividend Act for which $10,000,000 was 
provided in last year’s budget. The expenses of our Treasury Branches 
before providing for the Reserve for bad debts are expected to be 
increased to $2,416,400 although estimated revenues should be suf- 
ficient to meet the full year’s charges. We are again providing 
$15,000,000 to be distributed amongst our municipalities as uncondi- 
tional grants. Further grant payments estimated at $651,945 are 
provided for the large Exhibition Associations, and_ welfare and recre- 
ational organizations which operate on a non-protit basis. 





Further payments estimated at $5,000,000 will be made by the 
Treasury Department in loans authorized by statutes. Of this amount 
$2,000,000 will be required to continue the policy of providing loans 
to Rural Electrification Associations while adequate sums are available 
for the purchase of farms under the Farm Purchase Credit Act, for 
homestead lease loans, and for Rural Telephone Associations. 


Although no money need be provided, an Act of considerable 
interest and importance to farmers will be introduced for your consider- 
ation. This is the Farm Loan Improvement Act which will authorize 
the Provincial Treasurer to guarantee the repayment of alle _of Couns 
up to $2,000, to be made-by Banks and Treasury Branches to tarmers 
for the improvement of their farm homes. Generous terms and a moder- 
ate rate of interests are provided in the Act. 

We have recognized the difficulty that our municipalities now 
face in attempting to borrow on the present uncertain and costly 
market. To ensure that they will obtain essential capital loans, the 
Alberta Municipal Financing Corporation will resume its operations, 
but before doing so, you will be asked to consider certain amend- 
ments to the Act to broaden its scope by the inclusion of School Boards, 
Hospital Boards and other local authorities as members of the Corpor- 
ation, with the right to use its facilities. Other amendments will request 
a higher maximum of guarantee on the Corporation's borrowings and 
will facilitate the administration of the Act by the Board of Directors.

The recession in 1958 created an unfavourable unemployment situ- 
ation in the Province attributable to a great extent to the influx of 
people looking for work. Much larger appropriations will be required 
for public assistance, but this will be offset to some extent by a reim- 
bursement from the Federal Government under the Unemployment 
Assistance Agreement, under which the cost of assisting unemployed 
employables is shared equally by the two Governments. 


Child welfare costs are much higher and welfare pensions are 
increased.

One of the main projects in the first year of our proposed five year 
program is the construction of 50 homes for aged people to be built in 
suitable locations throughout the Province, and a large home in each 
of the cities of Edmonton and Calgary. The estimates for our Public 
Works Department include a sum of $9,000,000 to accomplish as much 
of this construction as possible next year.

Under cost sharing agreements with the Federal Government, 
the Vocational Training Branch supervises and trains apprentices for 
fifteen trades, and assists unemployed and disabled persons to become 
qualified for gainful employment. The total amount estimated to con- 
duct these programs is $1,340,280 and we expect to recover $649,550 
from the Federal Government. 


The Institute of Technology and Art in Calgary is used to a great

The Department will continue to encourage and promote all phases 
of activity in the Province, cultural as well as economic, and for this 
purpose monies have been appropriated for the Publicity and Travel 
Bureaus, Industrial Development Board, Jubilee Auditoriums and Cul- 
tural Activities Branch.

The public has become acutely aware of the necessity of con- 
serving our surface natural resources; to encourage the growth of our 
lumber and pulpwood industries, to provide recreation through our 
hunting and fishing facilities and to develop the beauty of our park- 
lands. The Government continues to recognize these essential needs 
and again is requesting a substantial increase in the vote for this 
Department. We have provided $4,469,370 for an extensive program 
of forest management and protection including aircraft patrol and the 
administration of a Forestry Training School. The operation of our 
fish and wild life branches will require $708,220 and a further sum 


of eee will be needed to continue development of our Provincial 
parks. 
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From a strictly financial viewpoint alone, the expenditures of this 
department are justified in the light of our anticipated revenue of 
$6,775,000, while a further sum of $474,000 is expected in capital 
receipts mainly from the sale of crown lands and from reimbursements 
from the Federal Government under joint programs of building forest 
access roads and camping grounds. Timber fees and rentals are 
estimated at $3,500,000 while development of the Eastern Rockies 
Conservation area is responsible for $650,000 in revenue. 


The need for trained forest rangers has become urgent and to 
this end, as previously mentioned, we are planning to build a forestry 
training school at Hinton, to commence which $100,000 has been 
appropriated in the Public Works vote, while further amounts are 
provided for forestry shops and ranger stations.

The uncertain future clouding the marketings of our oil and gas 
production has necessitated a forecast of substantial decreases in 
revenue from royalties and the sale of Crown leases and reservations, 
although the recent upward demand for increased deliveries by the 
oil companies has indicated some hope that we may have been some- 
what conservative in estimating the revenue from these sources. 
Receipts from rentals and the mineral tax on production from freehold 
lands are expected to be $24,900,000 which is much the same as the 
amount estimated last year. 


The sum of $1,900,465 has been appropriated for the Department 
to continue the administration of the development of our natural 
resources in the best interests of the Province. Included in this sum 
is $675,000 representing the Province’s share towards the operation 
of the Oil and Gas Conservation Board. 


The Public Works capital estimates include an amount of $20,000 
to complete a field office at Red Deer for the Oil and Gas Conservation 
Board.

Eeaine above construction includes $3,000,000 for the Trans-Canada 
highway which is nearing completion and $4,000,000 for roads to 
resources. 


A further amount of $155,300 is provided in the estimates for 
the Public Works Department for construction and equipment of main- 
tenance shops and highways weigh-scales. 


Revenue from registration and licensing of our motor vehicles 
is expected to increase by $650,000 to $11,865,000 due to a larger 
number of vehicles in the Province. Capital receipts are obtained 
mainly through reimbursements from the Federal Government on cost 
sharing projects such as the Trans-Canada Highway and roads to 
resources. 


MUNICIPAL ASSISTANCE 


In its program of extended services, the Government will increase 
grants and benefits to local taxing authorities and to taxpayers. School 
boards will receive additional funds for the operation of their schools 
and increased grants will be made available to rural municipalities 
for construction and maintenance of their local highways. Substantial 
assistance will be continued towards the construction of schools and 
hospitals, for public welfare and in unconditional grants under the 
Municipal Assistance Act. The total direct assistance to municipalities 
is estimated to be $87,340,500 for the next fiscal year. 


Substantially increased benefits will be available to municipal 
hospital boards-and to all residents under the Alberta Hospitalization 
Benefits Plan. Sufferers from mental diseases, polio, tuberculosis and 
cancer will continue to be cared for, and welfare recipients will receive 
medical attention without charge to municipalities. This indirect 
assistance is estimated to cost $33,747,799 next year and for total direct 
and indirect assistance to municipalities $121,088,299 is provided in 
this budget, which is 47.9% of our income receipts. 


As in past years, I have prepared statements showing Provincial 


Assistance for the last 10 years for all municipalities and for Edmonton 
and Calgary. 
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CONCLUSION 


Mr. Speaker, the figures of this budget have been presented and 
no doubt each member of the Assembly has already made some 
assessment of their impact, present and future, upon the various 
sectors of our population and our economy, but in closing I should 
like to direct the thinking of the Honourable members toward a few 
general facts and trends which may not yet have become apparent to 
all of us. 


_ First—this is a truly deficit budget, the first in the Province of 
Alberta for a long time. Previous budgets have at times indicated 
deficits, but these deficits have included expenditures for loans which, 
in reality have added to our reserves and have not reduced the net 
wealth as indicated in the budgets concerned. However, this year 
there is a very real deficit. To provide the appropriations already 
indicated there will have to be a call on the reserves of the Province 
or borrowing against the security of these reserves. Moreover, the 
borrowings by The Alberta Municipal Financing Corporation - will 
create a contingent debt for Alberta of perhaps $70,000,000. This 
means that the Government has recognized the pressures of necessary 
expansion of Government service, municipal and provincial, to meet 
the needs of growing populations and spreading industrialization. The 
use of a portion of our reserves this year is for productive investments 
which will, in the end, react to the benefit of the people. 


Secondly—the Government has been faced with the necessity 
of reducing the estimate of the revenue to be derived from our oil and 
gas. I cannot help reminding the members of this Assembly that 
had the Government in past years used any major part of our oil 
revenue to defray the ordinary costs of Government, provincial and 
municipal, we should have been faced this year with the necessitv of 
cutting back our services and grants, of borrowing money for operating 
purposes, or of seeking larger revenue through new taxation. 


~The productivity of our people through the use of constantly 
improving tools and techniques is constantly rising and so lifting year 
by year the potential of our living standards. Each year we are 
offered new and better products, new and better services, new and 
more enchanting entertainment. Those of our people who are most 
astute, most qualified, most able and most energetic, are quick to 
reap the harvest of our progress. Again we observe a widening 
gulf between the living standards of those who are unable to increase 
their incomes or indeed to provide for themselves security of income 
at any level. Many of the increased expenditures proposed in this 
budget are aimed toward lessening the disadvantages of this latter 
group. The expansion of the appropriations for public health goes a 
long way toward levelling out services in this field. Increased sums 
for education, which include student bursaries and loans, will be 
a particular boon to those with lower incomes. Increased allotments 
for public welfare will be most welcomed by those in less fortunate 
circumstances. The camp sites and provincial parks are in reach of 
nearly all our people. The boon of greater expenditures for highways 
and roads is not alone to the rich. Throughout this budget is to be 
found evidence that the Government recognizes and plans to meet 
the great challenge of our age, the challenge to so regulate and 
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provide that every citizen may find it within his means to acquire 
and use at least a minimum share of the abundance of materials and 
services offered on the market. 


I submit that the appropriations of this budget have been designed 
to facilitate good government, and by good government I mean the 
efficient and wise everyday administration of all Government services, 
the encouragement, assistance and leadership necessary for steady 
progress and development, and an active effort to uncover and husband 
and conserve and utilize the resources of our province in such a 
manner that this year, and in future years, our people may enjoy in 
full measure the richness of our heritage. 


Robert Kemp of Claremont College, California, said not long ago: 


“There is literally no end to the number of socially desir- 
able projects that governments can dream up to spend the 
people’s money. Each of these can be dressed up in the 
most fetching garments and surrounded by such an aura 
of righteousness that opposition to it can be made to resemble 
attacking one’s sister, or setting fire to the old homestead. 


That this will continue to be true I have no doubt, and because 
the Members of this Legislature must expect to feel a natural sympathy 
for a great many projects so proposed, I would mention again the 
deficit trend of this budget, a trend which may well indicate a need 
for some restraint in considering the very many proposals which will 
be made. The deficit trend is a reminder of the urgent need for think- 
ing unconfused by prejudice, the need for shelving expediency in 
favour of statesmanship, for pooling all good study and research, for 
measuring our motives and policies to make sure of their integrity and 
soundess of principle. 


Only as we may be guided by economic wisdom can we hope 
for future budgets to reflect a continuation of the privileged position 
of Alberta and her people. 


Mr. Speaker, I move that you do now leave the Chair and that 
this Assembly resolve itself into a Committee of Supply for the con- 
sideration of sums to be granted to Her Majesty.
